Ono of tho most remarkable features 


of uncivilized life is tho power savages 
show of tracking men and beasts over 
immense) distances. 
Many 
travelers 


have spoken of this as something almost 
miraculous, yet it is only tho result of 
careful observation of certain well-known 
signs ; and wo have hero before us a col- 
lection of very-eominon-sonse hints oil 
tho subject. In countries like ours every 
trace or foot-print or wheel-track on 
roads or paths' is soon obliterated or 
hopelessly confused ; but it is otherwise 
in tho wilderness, where neither man, 
nor beast can conceal his track. In. 
Caffroland, when cattle are stolen, if 
their foot prints are traced to a village; 
tho liead man js responsible for them, 
unless ho can show the same track going 
out, 
A wagon track in a now country is 


practically indelible. " 3Ioreespecially," 
say tho authors of "Shifts and Expedi- 
ents of Camp Life," " is this tho caso if a 
firo sweeps over tho plain immediately 
after, or if a wagon passes during or after 
a prairie lire. 
We have known a fellow- 


traveler in this manner recognize tho 
tracks his wagon bad made seven years 
before, the linos of charred stumps 
crushed short down remaining to indi- 
cate the passage of the wheels, though 
all other impressions had been obliter- 
ated by tho rank annual growth fully 
twelve feet high. 
Sometimes, the origi- 


nal soil being disturbed, a new vegeta- 
tion will spring up along tho wagon 
track, and thus murk out tho road for 
miles. 


Even on hard rock a man's bare foot 


will leave tho dust caked together by 
perspiration, so that a practiced eye will 
see it; and oven if there- is no track, n 
stone will be disturbed here and there, 
the side of tho pebble which has long 
lain next to tho ground being turned up. 
If it is still damp, tho man or boast that 
turned it has passed very recently. 
If a 


shower of rain has fallen, the track will 
tell whether it WHS made before, during 
or after the shower ; similar iudicatious 
can be obtained from the dew ; and other 
indications of the time that lias elapsed 
since a man passed by is furnished by 
the state of tho crushed grass, which will 
be moro or less withered as the time is 
longer or shorter. Other indications are 
drawn from tho direction iu which tha 
grass lies ; this tells how tho wind was 
blowing at the time the grass was 
crushed ; and by noting previous of tho 
wind, one loams' tho time at which each 
part of tho track was made.

unit, and yeils "live pounds!" 
You 


pay for rivo pounds of meat, but you 
only cany off three pounds of bone and 
six ounces of meat. 
Ami the worst of 


it is, you do not get all that, for he pro- 
coeds to chop oil' the bone, which he 
keeps, and afterwards sells it to a hotel 
to make soup out of. That's the kind of 
a philanthropist some butchers are. 


There are others who arc not quite 


so enthusiastic. They do not su-ing them- 
selves clear off the floor when they 
weigh meat. They only keep a hand as 
big as a canvass-covered ham on the 
meat to prevent it from blowing oft' the 
scales. 
In law and equity, 3-011 are en- 


titled to the butchers hand along with 
the meat, for you have bought it and 
paid for it, but he never delivers the 
goods. He needs that hand in his busi- 
ness. It is so handy in weighing. He 
sells that hand at eight or ten cents a. 
pound forty times a day, but he always 
keeps it on hand, as it were, it being so 
useful in making change, and in remov- 
ing a customer who wants to have tho 
meat weighed over. 


The butcher can bo very sarcastic if he 


tries. Possibly his trade has something' 
to do with his making cutting remarks. 
Besides, lie is a man of brains, having 
more on hand than he has any use for, 
which may account for the fact that he 
is never sent to Congress or the Legis- 
lature. 


We once suggested to a butcher that 


he put his scales where the customers 
could see the dial, not necessarily for 
publication, but mei'cly as a pledge of 
good faith. 
" O, yes," 
he replied, 


scornfully, "I suppose after a while, 
when 3-ou buy a live cent soup bone, you 
will expect me to put on my swallow- 
tail Sunday coat and my stove-pipe hat, 
hire the finest hack in town aud a brass 
band, go in procession to your shanty 
a:ul deliver the soup bono." 
We as- 


sured him him he was mistaken, that no 
such idea had ever entered our head, but 
we never afterwards enriched him with 
any more suggestions how to acquire 
the esteem and respect of his fellow 
citizens. 
We may mention right here, 


incidentally, in closing these remarks, 
that they do not apply to all butchers, 
but principally to the one who did not 
seem to uoetl any advice where to hang 
liis scales. — Texan iSiJ'lings.

The Coffee Trade. 


Some idea of the rapid growth of the 


collbo trade of the world may bo obtained 
from the fact that the total production, 
which was 675,000.000 pounds iu 1859, 
has now risen to 1,300,000,000 pounds'] 
ot- nearly doubled. In Europe alone the 
consumption of coffee is said to have in- 
creased 240,000,000 pounds in the single 
year 1879. 
As for the producing coun- 


tries, it seems that Brazil now holds the 
first place with a total of 560,000,000 
pounds against 330,000,000 in 1870, Tho 
emancipation of the slaves is, however, 
expected to lead to a falling oft' in the 
crop, unless tho Chinamen and coolies 
imported from Asia should prove unex- 
pectedly we'.l suited to the work of cul- 
tivation. Next on the list como the 
Dutch Indian possessions, which export 
about 150,000*,000 pounds, tlie British 
East Indies, now exporting over 140,- 
000,000, and Venezuela, producing about 
100,000,000. 
On the other hand, the 


Antilles Islands have long been declining 
in the scale. Jamaica does not supply 
half as much coffee as in 1805. 
Marti- 


nique has fallen still more entirely out 
of the race, and the Reunion collee, 
which was once highly esteemed, and is 
.still declared to bo of excellent quality, 
finds no longer any market in Europe, 
owing to the unfashionable bitterness of 
its tasto. — iV. Y. Mail. 


—(Jakes which are particularly nice 


for picnics, as they can bu carried in a 
basket without much danger of crumb- 
ling, are made of one cup at sugar, half 
a cup of butter, two eggs, half a cup of 
sweet milk, one tcaspoonful of cream of 
tartar, a half a tablespoonful of soda (or 
two even toaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der.)
